is co/ered with weeds and could no*, hr. used for landings in its present 
state* The fields however* could be reactivated with little effort* Soviet 
Air Force units earlier based at this field moved to Perleberg in the spring 
of 1947* 

Co Kyritz itself contains komenbafcura and military hospital installations,, 
but there are no occupation troops there*
